Tlu< goM standard advouatea assort 


t tint the price of silver is regulated by 
supply !>«d demand the same as that of 
onions and potatoes. Thay contend 
that legislation has nothing whatever 
to do with the matter and that the 
ratio of silver to gold cannot bo estab 
Halted by law. 


History tells us that Julius Ceasar, 


Sovereign Pontiff of Rome, established 
the ratio of silver to cold at 12 to 1, iu 
1 ho year -15 Before Christ. 
Koine be- 


ciimt- mistress of the world and through- 
out 1 ho Empire the debt-paying power 
of i v.-elve ounces of silver was equal to 
that or one ounce of gold. This ratio 
between the metals was maintained by 
law until A. D. 1204, a period of I,il9 
years. 


The price of gold is fixed by law in 


Kiipkmd ut * 18.92 per ounce. The law 
compels the Bank of England to buy 
all sold of standard fineness presented 
nt iU counter at $18.92 per ounce, and 
to pay tor the same in Bank of Eng- 
l.tud notes which are a legal tender in 
(Jreut Britain. An ait of the Congress 
ui' tin- United States made a silver 
d.tll.ir containing '112'', grains of silver 
of standard fineness equal in debt-pay- 
ing power lo a gold dollar and pro- 
vided mints for the coinage of silver 
into such dollars for the public. This 
law remained in force from the time 
the mint was established in 1792 to 
1873, a period of 81 years. Though the 
silver mines of Mexico were as pro 
duetiv.e during that period as they are 
to-day, this country was not flooded 
with Mexican silver though the mints 
coined silver for anybody and every- 
body who presented it for that purpose. 
The Government purchased no silver 
and as the liiw gave it u fixed value 
when coined, its price was not con- 
trolled by the bulls and bears of New 
Vork and London as it is to-day. The 
Government charged 
a fixed rate, 


enough presumably to cover the cost, 
for parting and coining gold and silver, 
but the mints were free to the public 
and a person having a bar of gold or 
Biker could have it coined into dol- 
lars, which were a legal tender for all 
debts. Now by reason of legislation in 
the interest of tbe money louuers of 
Europe the mines are closed to silver 
and the metal is made a merchantable 
commodity with no fixed value. Kepeal 
that hostile legislation by ro.-toring 
the old coinage laws and silver, with- 
out the expenditure of a dollar by the 
Government, will again havo a fixed 
vulue, that is. sixteen ounces of silver, 
coined into dollars at the mint, will 
have the same debt-paying power us 
one ounce of gold coined into dollars. 


Legislation, by closing thu mints 


against* silver, has debased tliu metal 
of which half the money of the world 
is made to a commodity, and similar 
legislation would have the same cU'ect 
on gold. Make silver the only money 
of ultimate redemption und close the 
mints against gold for twenty-one 
yeara, as they have been against silver, 
and gold will sink to the level of a 
commodity as silver has in consequence 
of such legislation.
